COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS, 


Suggestions for the Platform Submitted by 
Various Persons. 

PRINGFIELD, III., May 4,—[Special.]— 
When the Committee on Resolutions met in 
Leiut.-Gov. Ray's toom there were a number 
of delegates present ready to fire off speeches 
and present resolutions, Among these were 
some professional German-Lutherans of un- 
certain religion, some of the labor advocates, 
road advocates, and anti-hard road advocates, 
and oné or two representatives of the tem- 
perance and patriotic organizations of the 
State. The labor people were first heard. 
Mr. A. J. Crawford of the Illinois Miners’ As. 
sociation presented a resolution, the same 
which was incorporated in the Demo.

Compulsory Education. 

Mr. Theodore Gestefeld, who said he repre- 
sented a number of citizens of Cook County 
and other parts of the State, gave his views on 
the subject of compulsory education, and Rep- 
resentative Carroli defended the course of the 
Republican members of the House who had 
advocated his bill at the last session of the 
Legislature. The law, he said, would have 
deen amended then but for the efforts of the 
Democrats, who wanted to keep the question 
alive for campaign purposes. He rather fa- 
vored an amendment of the existing law than its 
repeal, but said if repeal were advised by the 
convention it sheuld et the same timeurge the 
enactment of a measure which would embody 
the principles of compulsion while guarding 
against interference with parochial or private 
schools. He believed in the principle laid 
down in the platform of 1890 that tne chil- 
dren of the State should be educated so as to 
be able to perform their civic and political 
duties when they reach the age of maturity. 

Senator Ferguson corroborated Represen- 
tative Berry’s assertion that the Democrats 
prevented the amendnient of the Compulsory 
law at the last session in order to keep the 
school question in politics. The Republicans 
were willing to make every reasonable con- 
cession to the feelings of the Lutherans and 
to the other opponents of the law as it exists, 
but he strongly urged the reénactment of a 
law in its stead containing the features advo- 
cated by his friend, Mr. Berry. 

Mr. Shea of Streator and some others then 
presented their views, and the committee be- 
came somewhat weary of the discussion and 
it was closed. 

Interest on Public Funds. 

Jesse A. Baldwin of Oak Park, near Chi- 
cago, then presented resolutions bearing on the 
question of interest on the publicfunds. That 
interest, Mr. Baldwin said, belonged to the

Srrinerretp, III., May 4. [Special.] When 

it became known in the crowd tonight that 


‘the Committee on Resolutions expressed it- 


self in favor of a plank pledging the support 
of the delegation from Illinois to President 
Harrison and instructing ite delegates to 
vote for him a yell of indignation was 
heard.

New York but Grover Clevel:nd of the 
United States—Vilas Drew the Resolu- 
tions and Heads the Delegation—Free 
Silver Bitterly Denounced — Germans 
Completely Knocked Ont. 

Miiwauxzsz, Wis., May 4.—[Special. }—“ We 
will go to Chicago, not to ask for the nomina- 
tion of Grover Cleveland of New York, but for 
the nomination of Grover Cleveland of the 
United States, aud if New York does not fol- 
low us, o much the worse for New York.” 
Prolonged cheers followed these remarks of 
Gen. Bragg, us they did all other reference to 
Grover Cleveland beforé the Democratic State 
convention today. . It was a distinctively 
Cleveland convention, and by virtué of the 
resolutions written by Senator Vilas and 
adopted by the convention, Wisconsin’s 
twenty-four delegates to the Chicago conven- 
tion will vote as a unit for Cleveland. 

Gen. Bragg, who had been chosen as one of 


the delegates-at-large, was loudly called for 
after the convention had finished its routine 
business, and he was greeted with a storm of 
applause as he stepped on the platform. The 
little General said today’s convention was to 
rally once more the Democratic forces ‘of 
Wisconsin under the leadership of the man 
who would rather be right than be President. 
In going to the Chicago convention 
he said that they were to act with 
a deliberate body, not as to their 
individual choice, perhaps, but to the 
choice of the Demucracy of the United States. 
While he knew that Grover Cleveland, the 
man of iron will and strict integrity, will 
meet with strong and serious Opposition from 
certain sections, the Democratic party and 
its. principles greater than any State or 
any section of this Union. He had lived too 
long on the prairies of the West, he said, to 
beheve the old New York theory that the sun 
rises at- Sandy Hook and sets at Lake Erie.

PERILS OF LIOW HUNTING. 


Mr, Inverarity’s Interesting Experiences in 
Somall Land. 

London Times: Mr. Tnverarity, a member 
of the Bombay bar, and one of thé most dis- 
tinguished of Indian shikaris, lately con- 
tributed to the Bombay Natural History So- 
ciety a paperon the mammalia of Somall 
Land, where he went on a shooting expedition 
last year. Referring to lion shcoting, he says 


it is @ very fascinating pursuit if conducted in 


the proper manner, which is to track the ani- 
man to where he 1s lying. At the end of the 
track, which may last for several hours, the 
eyes suddenly fall on a lion sitting in the 
dense gloom of a bush a few feet off, or some- 
times 1 into a .

SHOUP AND TAE BEAR. 


An ‘Idaho Senator Tells of His Thrilling 
Experience in Colorado. 

W Post- A story of adventure 
is it you want? I'm afraid I don't know any 
that would interest you, and Senator Shop 
of Idaho smiled in a modest way, just as if 
every one didn’t know that there is no more 
accomplished old Indian fighter than he is in 
the Senate. 

Les, but you do. What was the narrowest 
escape you ever had? 

The Senator just said: Can 1 smoke!“ 
went reflectively toward a closet, selected a 
big, fat cigar, arranged it with deliberation, 
lit a match with care, and, when the end of 
the weed was a glowing spark, smiled as he 
said : 

“IT reckon it was from a bear. You know 
I'm a trader and was in the business in Col- 
orado before I wont to Idaho. For the con- 
venience of patrons T arranged to receive 
cattle in payment for goods instead 
of money, and had established a stock 
farm, where 1 had gradually gathered 
a large stock. It was in August, 1868, 
that I arranged for the delivery at Saluion 
City of about 1,000 head of cattle in this way, 
and went up the river to a small valley just 
above a narrow cafion to look over the cattie 
myself, They were counted as they came 
through into the valley, and when they moved 
on I went ahead to look them over again. As 
they came through a norge single file there 
were many cattle that I knew, as they be- 
longed in the vicinity, but some that I ex- 
pected to see were not there, and when I 
had finished counting I found a uumber miss 
ing. ; . ‘ 
The overseer couldn’t believe it, tut I 
mentioned the marks to him and we counted 
again at another canon. The creatures were 
not there, and he finally admitted it, »ut for 
the life of him couldn’t see where they could 
have made their disappearance. Neither did 
I, but after we had gone about a mile I decided 
they must have got into a narrow gorge that 
was so choked with falling rocks that after 
half a mile it was impassable, and I had to 
leave my horse and scrambie over the shale 
for another three-quarters of a mile before I 
struck an open space and discovered tracks, 
and a little further on found muddy tracks at 
the edge of a creek. Thinking to bring the 
cattle out of the brush I step out into the 
open and gave several phouts such as cattle- 
men use for that —˙ I heard the scram- 
bling of hoofs expected to see the lost 
cattle the next instant. Instead the only creat- 
ure that put in an appearance was an immense 
bear thal shen it saw me, regred and sawed 
the air, while she came for mé at a lively rate. 

Not a tree was within reach, and the bear 
was too near to think of making much ofa 
race. There was a clump of black alder that 
looked the safest of anything, and although it 
was th uarters in her direction, I made 
the run with the bear close at my heels. 
made one bound, clutched the alders well up, 
and swung up, only to find they bent till, in- 
stead of being any protection, they held 
me pretty near to that roarmg bear, and to 
my horror I found she could make a meal off 
vf one of my feet without an effort. I gave 
another reach, and one spur caught in a 
branch, while my hat fell down on the bear's 
nose. She seemed to think that was all she 
wanted for a moment, and gave a splendid ex- 
hibition with the hat of what I might expect 
myself when she had finished. 

*Meantime I had managed to gather an- 
other and stronger alder, and swung myself 
up until my feet were just out of her ciutch 
and eight feet from the ground. But if she 
shook the tree I knew it was all up with my 
hanging on, and in a flash I determined ‘to 
throw myself in that case flat on the ground, 
face down, and trust to luck. that she would 
take me for a corpse and leave me alone. 
Meantime two cubs poked themselves under 
her nose, and wanted to assist her with the 
hat. She cuffed them on both sides, but they 
were just full of fun, and finally she left the 
foot of the clump, aud went off for a hundred 
yards, towing them. 

“I made my position a little easier and 
waited S My pistols were on 
my saddle with the horses, half a mile below. 
There I was, fully two miles from any person 
and no weapon. About the time I ha’ made 
up my mind there was little chance for me 
the bear was under my feet again clawing the 
air and prowling like a bass drum, I wore big 
gauntlets, or greater convenience I pulled 
off one and threw it square at bear’s muz- 
zle.

No Economy Where Personal Interests ot

The echo of the seat 
story was called up once again, Bishop Foster 
suggesting that superfluous motions concern- 
ing the seating of delegates should be omitted 
from the record, preserving the importan: feat- 
uresalone. To this Dr. Nealy of Philadelphia 
objected.- He wanted the record to be a com- 
plete church history. The motion to so dis- 
pose of minor matters was tabied. 

Dr, Maxfield of North Nebraska stated that 
the First Methodist Church would be warmed 
up for committee work in the afternoon, and 
invited an adjournment thither at 3 o’clock, 


which was accepted, ‘ 

Bisbop Warren proved to be the best presid- 
ing officer of the conference. He was ready 
at all times and proposed to lose no time. 

Dr. Buckley of New York (East) wanted the 
conference to consent to the of the 
time for memoirs. “ Fifteen minutes is suf- 
ficient to epitomize the virtues of John Wesley 
himself, Heretofore we have had memoirs 
that comprehended biographies until finally it 
became most indecorous. So I move that the 
officers be limited to fifteen minutes and mem- 
bers generally to five minutes. This mo- 
tion prevailed OEM 

The Bishop then announced the following 
committees: Rules of Order—C. C. Carpen- 
ter of Northwest Iowa, J. M. Buckley, New 
York, East; J. M. Nealy, Philadelphia; C. K.

Bishop Foster Reads the Address. 

Then came the Bishop’s quadrennial ad- 
dress. Bishop Foster, one of the oldest, if 
not the oldest, of the Bishops, was assigned 
the work of reading the message, 

The episcopal address declared that the 
legal prohibition of the liquor traffic was the 
only true solution of the great problem, The 
saloon was the chief corruptor of morals and 
politics and must be overthrowa. The church 
was congratulated upon the fact that there 
was a growing spirit of fellowship springing 
up among the various religious denomina- 
tions: The relations existing between the 
various branches of the Methodist Church 
were very harmonious, The relations exist- 
ing between the colored brethren and those 
H the white race.in the church 
were very cordial and satisfactory. The 
Methodist church had taken a stand against 
African slavery loug before emancipation. . 

Upon the subject of popular amusements 
the address held that while church members 
should not make hermits of themselves they 
should refrain from a great deal that wordly 
people patronize. The church was non-sec- 
tional and non-political. Every man had a 
right to vote as he pleased. ar press 
was regarded by the Bishops as one of the 
greatest powers of modern civilization. The 
deplored the fact that the secular press ha 
sometimes become the means of promoting 
political corruption and versonal greed and 
agrandizement to the detriment of good 
morals and the rights of the people. 

The pulpit should not be converted into a 

litical platform, yet the members of the 

ethodist Church should take an mterest in 


country should belong only to American- 
citizens. In touching upon 
great social problems that have 
irritated the country, the Bishop said that the 
church had no sympathy with the mob or with 
Anarchy. but it must and would plead for the 
rights of the toiling millions, The. church 
should seek to create harmony and sympathy 
between the interest of labor and capital, The 
address declared that the church was unaiter- 
ably arrayed —— the liquor traffic. In 
closing, Bishop Foster admonished the dele- 
gates to weight well every question and to 


act wisely and conscientiously in the deliber- 


ations of the session, 

The address was. ordered printed and the 
various topics touched upon were ordered re- 
ferred to the proper committees. ques- 
tion of the number to be printed created a dis- 
pute, but Dr. Sanford Hunt declared there 
was no use wasting the money belonging to 
the fund for superannuated preachers and 
widows and orphans. This opigion was voin- 
cided in and but 3,000 copies be printed. 

Claims of Aged Ministers Discussed. 

The matter of the conference claims of su- 
perannuated preachers was calied up and dis- 
cussed at length. It is desired to place the 
superannuated ministers’ fund amoi the pres- 
ent benevolent features of the ch and cre- 
ate a board to care for it. There seemed to 
ne an idea that the matter was to be interred 
without fitting treatment. ° 

Dr. Burns made a speech and immediately 
moved the previous question to shut off de- 
bate, which brought down criticisms. 

Dr. Hammond of California was of the 
opinion that the matter was of ex jonal im- 
portance and should be considered by a com- 
mittee on which all conferences were repre- 
sented. He offered as a substitute a motion 
that the special committee consist of two del- 
egates from each confcrence district and one 
at large. | 

Ine report of the Board on Conference 
Claimants was read by the Secretary, and the 
question of what should de done with it was 
resumed. Some of the conference districts 
are rich and have a large fund on hand with 
which eure for superannuated rs. 
And some of the canferences are poor, and 
the exhorters who are worn out in the cause 
find li*tle money on hand, It is the pro 
plan to throw all the conferences together in 
this matter and make all contribute toa 
r 

rich con ont pro that the 
money have saved for their own shall be 
distributed at large.

NEW INSURANCE SCHEME EVOLVED. 


A Plan Which Does Away with Medical 
Examinations—Other Matters. 
Somethmg new in life insurance has been 
evolved by a New York insurance company. 
It is a plan under which the insured can only 
get the best of the insurance company by liv- 
ing until the maturity of the policy. If the in- 
sured dies before the policy matures the com- 
pany pays nothing at all. It sells its bond 
for $1,000 payable in ten years if the buyer of 
it is alive at the time of its maturity. The 
annual payment is $52, so that ifthe insured 
lives he sete back $1,000 after having paid 
in $520. Naturally one of the features of this 
of insuring is that all medical exam- 
inations are done away with, because it is not 
at alla matter of interest to the company to 
insure only sound men. 
The Sun Mutual Insurance company has 
been called upon by the Insurance Com- 
mission of Illinois for a statement of its on- 


dition. 

Jersey City will endeavor to follow the re- 
cent action of the New York Underwriters 
regarding coinsurance. The Executive com- 
mittee of the new tariff organization of Jersey 
City is in conference with the Tariff Assucia- 
tion of New York and rates are being raised on 
special and general merchandise.

Barney Galligan has played a huge joke on 
the religious people who have been sending in 
petitions asking that. the World’s Fair be 
closed Sunday. He hasgiven out a story that 
over 8,000,000 signatures have been received 
from Ohio and Michigan, or a numbor in ex- 
cess of the entire population of the two States. 
As a matter of fact he hasn’t 20,000 signatures 
from the entire United States. 

Barney hails from the land of St, Patrick. 
He is also record clerk in the office of Secre- 
tary Dickinson. At the last meeting of 
national commission he was instructed to 
make a tabulated statement of the number of 
Sunday-closing petitions and the names at- 
tached to each. He began the work several 
weeks ago, but got tired of cohntiug names 
and thought to lessen the incoming list b 
showing that the religious people were etuff- 
ing their petitions.

Bare Attempt to Induce a Court of 
"Equity to Eaforce. an Illegal and Void

Goodrich Suggested—Other Cases Passed

“The bill is in effect simply a bold and 
bare attempt to induce a court of equity to 
enforce an illegal and void agreement; and the 
demurrer to it was properly sustained, says 
the Appellate Court in deciding the case of 
Alphonso Goodrich against Daniel K. Tenney 
and others. In 1887 L. L. Smith of Omaha, 
Neb., contracted debts amounting to 3 
and after transferring his stock of goods to 
Haiman Lowy he absconded to Canada. 
Smith’s creditors claimed that the transfer to 
Lowy was fraudulent, and Mr. Tenney’s old 
firm was employed to have set aside the trans- 
fer. Goodrich claims he entered into a. con- 
tract with the law firm by which he was to ob- 
tain affidavits and evidence to show that the 
conveyance to Lowy was without considera- 
tion, and for this work he was to receive one- 
fourth of all money realized upon 
the claims of the creditors. As trustee 
for the creditors Mr. Tenne realized from 
Lowy over $120,000 in age. but 8 
never got his alleged share. It was alleged ioe | 
Goodrich that Tenney fraudulently obtain 
the original agreement from him and, there- 
fore, he id not sue at law. 
Court holds that the agreement as set forth 
cannot be enforced because it is utterly void, 
and that. if Goodrich is entitled to any 
remedy it is at law, he claiming to have a 
copy of the alleged contract.
